Such disclosures would “help to 
prevent illegal and improper con- 
duct and at the same time pro- 


tect Government officers from un- 
founded suspicions,’ Mr. Truman 
said in a special message to the 
Congress. 

His request for a double-edged 
sword to beat back what he called 
a deliberate effort to discredit 
Government service by exagger- 
ated charges of graft and corrup- 
tion took Congress by surprise. 
It coincided with a new scandal 
in the San Francisco Internal 
Revenue Office and came on the 
same day that William M. Boyle, 
Jr., Democratic national chairman, 
defended himself before a Senate 
committee on charges he had ac- 
cepted fees for obtaining Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
loans for a St. Louis printing con- 
cern. 


“YIELD TO TEMPTATION” 


Mr. Truman admitted that in a 
government as large as ours to- 
day “there are sometimes cases 
where mémbers of the Executive 
and Legislative branches yield to 
the temptation to let their public 
acts be swayed by private inter- 
est.” 

But there are only a few such 
cases, he went on, and it would 
be “tragic” if citizens came to 
believe “a mistaken and distorted 
impression that the Government 
is full of evildoers, full of men 
and .women with low standards of 
morality, full of people who are 
lining their own pockets and dis- 
regarding the public interest.” 


SOON AS POSSIBLE 


“I believe the best thing we can 
do to spike this effort to discredit 
Government officia!s is to place 
all the facts right on the record.” 
the President declared. ‘“‘The facis 
themselves are the best cure for 
public doubts and uncertainty.” 

Specifically, he asked Congress 


to pass as promptly as possible—| 
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either before adjournment: in Oc- 
tober or early in the next session 
beginning in January — a public 
income declaration law extending 
well beyond the present reauire- 
ments for income tax returns, 
which generally are kept secret. 

Such a law, Mr. Truman said, 
should apply to all full-time ci- 
vilian presidential appointees, in- 
cluding members of the Federal 
bench: all elected officers of the 
Federal Government, including 
members of the Congress; and all 
other top officials and employees 
of the three branches of Govern- 
ment o receive $10,000 annual- 
ly or more, plus admirals and gen-| 
erals of the armed forces. 

They would register annually 
their total incomes, including 
amounts over and above their 
Government salaries, plus gifts 
and loans, with a declaration of 
the source of this income. 

Federal employees making less 
than $10,000 annually should be 
asked to report outside income 
only if it exceeds $1,000 annually, 
the President suggested. 

He urged that willful violators 
of the income reporting law 
should be subject to the same 
penalties as those applied in in- 
come tax cases. This would mean 
a maximum fine of $10,000, im- 
prisonment up to five years, or 
both. 

With obvious’ reference to 
charges that both Boyle and his 
opposite number, Chairman Guy 
George Gabrielson of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, had re- 
ceived fees from firms that re- 
ceived RFC loans, Mr. Truman 
said that he thought that principal 
party officials and employees also 
should be required to file such 
public income declarations. He 
said that while these were not 
governmental officials, “those who 
hold them are necessarily brought 
into very close contact with the 
Government.”

There really isn’t anything left for the 
national chairmen of the Democratic and 
Republican parties to do but resign—the 
Messrs. William Boyle and Guy Gabrielson.

_ At least no such evidence has been found. 
_ But what was found was just barely within 
the law and it had a bad aroma. Now 
comes the revelation of the sale of clients 
by Boyle, as he prepared to accept the 
chairmanship, te a Washington attorney 
named Max Siskind. 


On investigation we find this is ac- 
cepted practice in the legal field, but we 
confess to being somewhat startled to 
learn that clients may be bought and sold 
like potatoes. We cling to an old-fash- 
ioned belief that while the bar associa- 
tions do not ban the practice, at least they 
do not smile upon it. 


In the Boyle case there is also the 
inevitable belief that Atty. Max Siskind’s 
clients didn’t lack in special favors around 
Washington. The attorney said it would 


ruin his practice to have his clients re- 
vealed, and we agree. It will. And it 
should. 

Republicans themselves have demanded 
that Gabrielson resign after it was learned 
he, too, had been seeking a free ride 
through influence with the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for a company 
which he was serving as president and 
counsel.

Inflation Hits Builders of 


Home building operations in Georgia 
have multiplied eight times in the past 10 
years, Merrill C. Lofton, regional director 
of the U. S. Department of Commerce, has 
announced. 

This is good news, indeed, but the an- 
nouncement does not reveal that there are 
still thousands of new homes needed nor 
that inflated building costs are pricing the 
middle and low income groups out of the 
market for good housing. 

Private residential] building in Georgia, 
exclusive of farm buildings, has expanded 
from an expenditure of $38,500,000 in 1940, 
to $248,700,000 last year, a rise of nearly 
550 percent in monetary expenditures in 
the 10-year period. How much increase in 
actual construction do the figures repre- 
sent, considering the snowballing costs of 
building materials, labor and fixtures? 

There has been, of course, an increase in 
actual building. A whole new generation

Gambling Evil 


The Editors: In rebuttal to Messrs. Robert 
Barksdale and Henry Calhoun, who favor legali- 
zation of gambling in Georgia, their fantastic ar- 
gument seems like a golden promise. But what 
are the facts? Gambling is one of mankind’s most 
demoralizing vices.

Nor does the 
tax kill the incentive to gamble, for women with 
shopping bags and children can be seen playing 
the slot machines in drugstores and similar shops 
where the slot machines are a most prominent 
part of the equipment.

és oy Attacks Abuses 


WASHINGTON—Sen, Paul Douglas, Demo- 
cratic liberal of Illinois, is out to curb some of 
the abuses in our tax laws whichg he claims, are 


causing the government to lose substantial sums in revenue collec- | 


tions annually. 

He has suggested that the whole field of deductible expenses 
as apphed to businessmen be studied with a view to giving the 
tax collector a bite out of sums thus spent. As a collateral move, 
he offered an amendment to the pending tax bill which would 
ban deductions for liquor bought for customers and allowing deduc- 
tions on no more than $12 a day for businessmen traveling on 
expense accounts. 

Senator Douglas says he has no qualms about businessmen 
treating customers to drinks and providing lavish entertainment, 
but he objects to its being done at government expense. He thinks 
it is time Congress curbed tax deductions for expense accounts. 


Taxpayers Lose “For example, if a corporation charges off 

a case of liquor which it gives a customer 
as a business income which otherwise would have been taxed at 
a 50 per cent rate, taxpayers as a whole are really paying for half 
the case of liquor.” 

The abuses of which the Illinois senator complains were much 
in evidence during the lastrwar. High rates of excess profits taxes 
offered little encouragement to corporations in the top brackets 
to curtail their expenses. Taxes took most of the profits beyond a 
certain level, so there was little inducement to cut down on expense 
outlays. , 

Many of the big companies took over expensive suites at leading 
Washington hotels and rented them by the year, just to make sure 
of having a place to stay when some of their executives had deal- 
ings with the government. Often the suites went unoccupied for 
days and even weeks at the time. It was one of the things that 
contributed to the shortage of hotel accommodations. 


The writer can recall an experience back 
On Morgenthau during the war that is illustrative of the 
point. One of the executives of a large company, with millions 
of dollars in government contracts, wag entertaining a small group 
of friends at one of the more expensive cocktail lounges of the 
capital. Every time some new acquaintance walked in he was 
invited over to join the group, with a new round of drinks called for. 
As is customary in such gatherings, a different man would reach 
for the check after each round. Armed with a long spoon, the 
executive playing host would crack each outstretched hand on the 
knuckles. “Have another one on Morgenthau,” he would say. 
(Morgenthau was then Secretary of the Treasury). “Every time I 
buy a dollar drink it costs Morgenthau 80 cents.”

Memphis Lives Up 
To Its Name 


MEMPHIS—While most cities of the South 

were building more stately mansions to house 

the folks who could afford to pay $75 a month 

or more for their house or apartment rent, this town, whose name 

is supposed to mean “Place of Good Abode,” was doing something 

about those who can’t shell out more than $35 to $50 for the land- 

lord on the first of every month. It is, it thinks, one of the few 

cities in the country which has done as much for its lowlier citi- 
zens, and it takes great pride in that fact. 

Memphis in the first year after the war was doing just about 
the same thing everybody else was doing. It was building high- 
cost, long-profit housing—even the houses built for veterans rented 
for $85 a month, which was more than the Jones could afford—and 
it might have been doing the same thing still if Wallace Johnson's 
conscience hadn’t started bothering him. Mr. Johnson, a one-time 
carpenter and sawmill hand from Itta Bena, Miss., is a tall, loose- 
jointed, extremely religious man who wears his hair long in the 
back in the manner of the late William Jennings Bryan, and 
addresses everyone he meets, regardless of their sex, as sweetheart. 


He does not exactly consider himself his brother’s keeper, but 
he does think that the Lord has imposed upon him the obligation 
of using his remarkable talents as a builder for the benefit of folks 
who can’t pay much rent. As a result, while other builders in 
Memphis were putting up high-cost projects which only the well- 
to-do could inhabit, Mr. Johnson, content to take a short profit 
per unit on a great number of units, concentrated his efforts in a 
field which would help the city’s colored folks, most of whom 
resided in odorous slums, and for the low-salaried white folk, 
who lived in lodgings that weren’t much better. 


Low Rental Units ™*: Johnson, who before the war was 
building good five-room houses which 


he sold for $2,999, began building a good sturdy house of the same 
size which he could sell at $7,100, and at the same time busied 
himself constructing some 800-odd apartments which he could rent 
for $33.50 to $41 a month. 

There was some feeling in Memphis that he was going to fall 
on his face in this venture, but when he had completed his first 
Negro project and had 1,400 applications for the 170 apartments— 
which proved his strong cdntention that Negroes could and would 
pay for good housing if there was any available for them—other 
builders began to take note. As a result there have been more than 
2,000 low-rent projects built in Memphis in the past five years, most 
of them for Negroes, and others are abuilding. The Negro, accord- 
ing to his leaders, has had a fair share of the new housing built 
in Memphis since the war. . 

I am not too familiar with the situation in Atlanta as regards 
low-cost housing that has been put up by private, rather than 
government, capital. I do know that my part-time yardman 
pays $24.50 a month for a leaky-roofed three-room shanty, and 
that he is willing and able to pay more than that for a good house 
if he could find it, which he can’t. And I know, too, that the fed- 
eral projects, particularly the colored projects, are full of people 
who make more than they are supposed to make if they are to be 
allowed to live there. 


But the housing people, who took them 
Back to Slums from the slums and gave them a chance to 
rehabilitate themselves, see no sense in turning them out now if 
there is no place for them to go except back to the slums. And I 
know that the one large private project in Atlanta has more 
applicants than it can take care of. 

There may be some special reason why Memphis builders 
can put up housing that can rent for $35 to $40 a month, and why 
Atlanta builders can’t. All I know is that Mr. Wallace Johnson 
has made a lot of money off his low-cost housing, and so have 
the other Memphis builders who followed him into that field. And 
I know no reason, offhand, why Atlanta builders couldn’t do the 


same thing.

“Of course,” the Knoedler article goes on, 
“Judy Canova does not actually come from Una- 
dilla, but she claims us and we should claim her.” 

The Constitution’s Paul Jones, who knows 
about such things, explains the Canova connec- 
tion this way. Talking to Paul in Atlanta once, 
Judy said that she and her vaudeville troupe 
wére passing through Georgia and dallied in 
Dooly. Groping at the time for a “home town” 
with a name to fit the act, she seized upon Una- 
dilla as unique. 

The Jones story would give the Georgia city 
prior claim and put the Observer editor’s “Can- 
ova Day” suggestion entirely in order.

It would be absurd to plead that these persons were so stupid 
ot realize that their official recommendations intentionally implied 
ommitted by union mobs against innocent citizens not even sus- 


pected of any crime. They would grant to union mobs a vested right to engage in cold-blooded 
conduct which would be heinous if committed in hot blood by spontaneous, unorganized gangs of 


neighbors aroused by some horrible crime against 
one of their women. The “report” of this group 
is a disgraceful concession to terrorism different 
in no way from the depredations of Hitler’s 
Brown Shirts. 

The Boston Evening American of Sept. 13 
reported that goons of the CIO had attacked 
the homes in Dighton, Mass., 40 miles from Bos- 
ton, the state capital, of law-abiding citizens em- 
ployed by the Mt. Hope Finishing Co., a textile 
firm. 

The town has no police force; the sheriff is 
no longer a peace officer, having been superseded 
by the state police, and Gov. Paul A. Dever, a 
Democrat, refused to send the state police on 
the ground that the situation was not beyond 
the control of the nonexistent local force. 


If this had been a mob outbreak by infu- 
riated Southern farmers against a team of 
Communist provocateurs sent into some rural 
area from New York, the “President's Com- 
mittee on Civil Rights” would have desired 
the Department of Justice to prosecute the 
local officials and bring suit for damages 
against the local government. The “com- 
mittee,” a dummy front as it now appears, 
advocated damages in favor of the Commu- 
nists in such a case even though they were 
bent on violent insurrection. 


“A good portion of Massachusetts citizenry 
was amazed to learn that the state police may 
not give protection to women and children men- 
aced by mob violence: resulting from any labor 
dispute unless they are ordered to do so by the 
governor,” The Boston Evening American said. 
“A larger portion of the public will resent Gov- 
ernor Dever’s refusal to permit the state police 
to protect the lives and property of Dighton 
residents who suffered mob violence. 

“Dighton has been a strike-divided town as 
the result of a jurisdictional dispute at the Mt. 
Hope Finishing Co. One faction, in a howling 
mob of 200 or more, descended on the homes of 
members of the other faction, stoned them, beat 
up one woman, damaged considerable property 
and endangered the lives of children, who be- 
came hysterical. There are 52 reserve police- 
men. Their chief duty is traffic direction dur- 
ing the racing season at the dog track. Twenty- 
two of the reserves are employed at the plant. 
Half of them are strikers. | 

“At least two of the menfolks in besieged 
homes armed themselves and fired shots in the 
air to scare off the attackers.” 

These individuals would have been within 
their rights had they blown the heads off as 
many of the terrorists as they could hit with 
their shotguns. The right of the citizen to de- 


fend himself with all necessary force, when the — 
police abandon him, is well established. He has 
the right to kill. In one strike, waged against 
several Midwestern communities by criminal 
rioters of the CIO packinghouse workers, two 
law-abiding citizens, both Negroes, each killed a 
picket with well-directed gunfire. Both were 
acquitted by juries. 

“While the assault was under way,” The Bos- 
ton Evening American continued, “one woman 
telephoned Rehoboth Barracks three times for 
state police protection. She was told that be- 
cause the violence was the result of a labor dis- 
pute the troopers could not intervene without 
an order from the governor. That joker in the 
state law is nothing but a state license permit-. 
ting goons to run amuck.” 

Governor Dever issued an untrue statement 
holding that the situation had been exaggerated 
because there was no resistance to arrest. 

“Incidents of resisting arrest were unre- 
ported because of the lack of police to attempt 
arrests,” The Boston American said. “And the 
mob—not ‘crowd’—was dispersed only by the 
gunfire of besieged men.” 

The textile workers’ union in this area was 
prganized under an ex-convict who had served 
time for managing a team of prostitutes in Wor- 
cester. He was promoted to a regional job and 
honored at a ceremonia! dinner by the Army and 
the War Production Board. After his well- 
known criminal record was published in these 
dispatches, he was quietly dismissed.

Marshal of the questions involved. 

It is apparent that Forrestal was 
put at once upon the alert. The 
next 30-odd pages of his diary are 
mainly occupied by copies of the 


telegrams in which Averell Harri-, 


man, from the Moscow Embassy 
analyzed _ Russian policy—with 
what today seems a rather strik- 
ing prescience—for the State De- 
partment. “We now have ample 
proof,” said one “that the Soviet 
government views all matters 
from the standpoint of. their own 
selfish interests. . The Com- 
munist party or its associates 
everywhere are using economic 
difficulties in areas under our re- 
sponsibility to promote Soviet con- 
cepts and policies and to under- 
mine the influence of the Western 
Allies.” 

In a prevision of the Marshall 
Pian, Harriman was already rec- 
ommending the active use of eco- 
nomic aid to the threatened areas. 
“including Greece as well as 
Italy,” in order to “re-establish 
a reasonable life” for their peo- 
ples. He urged friendship toward 
the Soviet Union, but “always on 
a quid pro quo basis;” and in 
another telegram, dated April 11. 
warned that “our experience has 
incontrovertibly proved that it is 
not possible to bank general good 
will in Moscow.” 


ROOSEVELT DIES 


Here, however, there came a 
tragic interruption. It was on April 
12 that Franklin D. Roosevelt died 
suddently at Warm Springs and 
Harry S. Truman was sworn in as 
thirty-third President of the Unit- 
ed States. “Mr. Truman,” savs 
Forrestal’s note of the brief White 
House ceremony, “responded to 
the oath firmly and clearly.” 

The Soviet problem was ‘soon 
to give the new President reason 
for firmness. Molotov, in Washing- 
ton on his way to the San Fran- 
cisco conference to establish the 
United Wations, was insisting that 
the Polish satellite regime be in- 
vited. Mr. Truman summoned a 
White House meeeting, at which 
Forrestal was included, to consider 
the issue. According to the diary: 

23 April, 1945. 


The President said that he was 
seeing Molotov within the hour 
and that he proposed to put it to 
him quite bluntly that... the San 
Francisco Conference would go on 
whether the Russians attended or 
not and that he would like Molo- 
tov to transmit to Stalin his (the 
President’s) question as to 
whether or not this meant that 
Russia did not propose to depart 
from their expressions of co- 
operation at Yalta. He said that 
if one part of the agreements 
which they had entered -with 
President Roosevelt at Yalta was 
breached he (the President) would 
consider that the entire Yalta 
agreement was no longer binding 
or any of the parties interested. 

Another record of the same 
meeting, taken by C. E. Bohlen, 
then a special assistant in the 
State Department, put it even 
more strongly: “The President 
Said . . that he felt our agree- 


ments with the Soviet Union so far. 


had been a one-way street and 
that he could not continue: it was 
now or never. He intended to go 
on with the plans for San Fran- 
cisco and if the Russians did not 
wish to join us they could go to 
hell.” The firm view 
and momentarily, at least, it 
worked, as it kept open the ques- 
tion of Poland’s future and 
brought the Russians to San Fran- 
cisco without their Lublin satel- 
lites. 


FORWARD LOOKING 


Two days later the end was at 
hand in Germany. But even in 
those days of crashing victory ‘n 
Europe, Forrestal’s mind was 
turning to the remaining problem: 

1 May, 1945.

VIEW ON EMPEROR 


Japanese Emperor: Under Sec=| 
retary Grew expanded somewhat | 
on his impressions on the idea of 
the Japanése Emperor. He sald) 
his ideas had been misunderstood 
and misconstrued. He said he was 
in favor merely of deferring the 
decision on the question of the 
Japanese Emperor until we had 
effected a military occupation, at 
which time we could determine 
whether he was an asset or a lia- 
bility. He said he was concerned 
only with what could save the 
maximum of American lives. 

There were several seminal’ 
ideals here which Forrestal was 
actively to urge in the coming 
months. He was already thinking 
in terms of the post-war power 
relationships which the ominous 
course of Soviet policy was bound 
to involve. He was thinking, too, 
of the need for democratic unity 
in confronting them. He dined 
the same evening with Henry R. 
Luce, publisher of “Time” and 
“Life.” 

1 May, 1945. 

It seemed to me, I said, that at 
the moment Mr. Stettinius was the 
pitcher for our team and that he 
was entitled to support and cheers 
rather than brickbats and, pop 
bottles from the American grand- 
stand. I remarked it was clear 
that Mr. Stettinius was not a 
Disraeli, a Metternich or a Machi-| 
avelli, but I remarked that neither 
had I seen anvone else on the 
horizon who had such abilities. I 
said that if his acts were designed 
to develop the fact of whether or 
not the Russians wished to co- 
operate im world affairs his policy 
suited me; that the sooner we 
found out the answer to that 
question the better.

Examiner, both morning 
papers. have hiked daily newstand 
prices from seven cents to a dime, 
effective Oct. 1.

It may sound like a_ wild 
dream, but growing orchids is 
easy. 

Usually considered the most 
exotic of all plants, the orchid 
can be grown at home with 
little or no effort at all. 

This is on the authority of 
M. T. Singleton, of 334 Brent- 
wood Drive, who has _ 1,500 
plants at blooming size now. An 
orchid grower for eight years, 
Singleton, who has had success 
with his plants both in his 
greenhouse as well as indoors, 
says: 

“The majority of my plants 
are the Cattleya, for this seems 
to be the type best suited to the 
home cultivation due to its 
moderate size and because it 
thrives in a temperature ranging 
from 60 to 75 degrees which is 
just about what most other 
greenhouse plants require. Or- 
chids need a great deal of light, 
but I have found that they can- 
not stand the direct rays of the 
midday sun.” 

Singleton, who is a member of 
the Atlanta Orchid Society, says 
that raising orchids from seed is 
a slow process, for not only do 
they need careful handling, but 
it also takes an average of from 
four to eight years from seed to 
bloom. 

“For a beginner I would sug- 
gest that he or she buy some 
immature plants more to work 
with than anything else. They 
are not very expensive, and 
they can be cared for and un- 
derstood by the grower as they 
mature. Buying a more expen- 
sive plant later will find the 
amateur grower at least past the 
‘teething stage’ of orchid cul- 
ture.” 

Overwatering, it was stressed 
by Singleton, is especially in- 
jurious when plants are start- 
ing into growth either after be- 
ing transplanted or after a rest 
period, for too much water may 
cause the young shoot to rot. 


However, a moist temperature 
is important at all times. 
Orchids should be potted after 


the plant has finished flowering 
and become dormant, Only the 
healthy part should be potted 
and the pot should be about two 
inches greater than the width of 
the plant. This should allow 
for two new growths during two 
years. 

For greenhouse culture it is 
not necessary to build any spe- 
cial type to house the plants 
for they will grow where there 
is suitable temperature and 
light. An orchid culturist on a 
small scale can utilize the upper 
space in his greenhouse by sus- 
pending the plants from the 
roof, thereby having the benches 
and tables available for other 
plants that thrive under the 
same temperature and light con- 
ditions. 

For house culture, the orchid 
grower will find that the Ward- 
ian case is probably the simplest 
way of providing the necessary 
conditions. It is a miniature 
greenhouse inside the home. It 
is a space tightly enclosed by 
glass on five sides with the bot- 
tom watertight and suitably ar- 
ranged to hold soil or the recep- 
tables for holding the orchids. 


Good Ventilation 


If you're planning to install 
a ventilating fan above a range 
which is against an inside wall, 
you'll need sheet metal ducts 
accompanying the fan to carry 
the exhausted air outdoors. 

If the fan is installed in an 
outside wall, the installation is 
easily completed with push-but- 
ton operated louvers on the out- 
side of the house. They can be 
closed to keep out rain and snow 
when the fan is not in operation.

Fruit Juices 


How can the day be started 
with a smile unless a _ good, 
wholesome breakfast is “under 
your belt?” From studies that 
have been made, it is. known 
that mother does her house- 
work with more vim, dad is 
more efficient at work, and the 
children do better work at 
school if a good breakfast is 
eaten. 

There's no better way to be- 
gin the good breakfast habit 
than to have a variety of canned 
juices always on hand.
